A representation reached me a short time 
ago from certain British traders, who are in the 
habit. of importing goods across the frontier 
from Burma into Raheng, stating that they have 
been called upon by the Governor of that 
Province to pay import duty at the rate of three 
‘per cent. in accordance with the Bangkok tariff, 
and asking. me to instruct them whether they 
should comply with this demand. 


I may observe to Your Royal Highness that 
although this frontier trade has existed for many 
years past, it has not, to my knowledge, been 
‘the practice hitherto to levy any duties. The 
trade itself is probably of no great magnitude ; 
but such as it is, it no doubt is productive of 
benefit and convenience to the inhabitants. of 
Raheng and the neighbouring provinces of 
Northern Siam, who are thus cnabled to supply 
themselves: less circuitously than by the river 
route from Bangkok.
